In short, Nixon isas safe as he could reason- 
ably expect to be In what Is rather arbitrarily 
described as Goldwater Country. A contributing 
factor to his strength Is that conservative gov- 
ernors were elected In Wyoming, Idaho, Call-, 
fornla and Oklahoma last November. 

A COMPETITIVE NOTE - But In the long 
meantime, Nixon not only must hold these 
states, he must carve himself a slice of what is 
now. regarded -ns-Romney territory, to wit, the 
populous eastern-northern tier. A fact of politi- 
cal life is hi ghl y signific ant In this respect, for 
It Is not In Goldwater Country where the key 
presidential primaries will be staged but In four 
northern states. — Wisconsin, Oregon, Nebraska 
and New Hampshire. Even with solid support 
hi the Goldwatersouthern area, Nixon's hopes 
would still bo dashed If George Romney knock- 
ed him off In these early primaries.

The 1968 estimates, says the 
President In his message, put 
defense requirements for the 
next IB months "on a continuing 
basis, .including the possibility, 
of an extension of combat be- 
yond die end of the fiscal year" 
(June 30, 1968). 

In explaining: the budget to the 

firess on Jan. 23 a defense of- 
iclal said that "We have pre- 
pared the budget on the. assump- 
tion Jhat_ the^ conflict will . go 
on indcfkitely^L This may not 
be cheering, but it is sound.

TOKYO (AP) — Japan's fast- 
est growing political party, the 
Komelto — Clean Government 
— won 25 of the 32 lower house 
scats it contested hi Sunday's 
election.— The-pOlitical-arm-of 
the Buddhist soka Gakkaf has 
its sights set on 1987. 

"Our tentative aim is to win 
power in 20 years, said Soka 
Gakkal President Dalsaku Ike- 
da, 38, after the, election returns 
put Komelto Into fourth place In 
the ruling house of the Diet. 

"The first stage Is the next 10 
years when' we must try to be- 
come third. During that period, 
If it will serve the peace and 
stability of the masses, we 
might form a coalition with 
whatever group is hi power, ei- 
ther rcnovatlonlst or conserva- 
tive."

SALT LAKE CITY; Utah 
(AP) — Edward H. White II, 
one of the three Apollo 1 astro- 
nauts who was burned to death 
at' Cape Kennedy Friday, gave 
his convictions about the uni- 
verse and *man In a letter to a 
Salt Lake City woman In 1965. 
' Mrs. Kenneth B. Done, a reli- 
gious instructor for the LDS 
Church, asked Air Force Lt. 
Col. White about his religious 
views shortly after he became 
the first American to walk in 
space. 

Ho replied:. "I believe, that 
law and order exist In God's 
creations and that God has 
surely given life to others out- 
side our earth. 

"Out there could be places 
where lire similar to obr own, 
perhaps 1 superior or perhaps 
inferior, may be a reality. We 
would -be rather egotistical - to 
believe ours Is the only, life 
among a l l those P°_ssji)!.e_ 
sources. 

"I believe U Is conceivable 
that there ore other beings not 
o f this world, who too are in the 
'boundless embrace of God.' 

"As to evidence of God's pres- 
ence . during our journey In 
space and during the short peri- 
od that I 'walked in space,' I d[d 
not feel any nearer to Him there 
than here but I do know that His 
sure hand guided us all the way 
durlngjhat four-day mission." 
""White fold Mrs. Done' he" saw ' 
his mission as part of "the 
flame that will rekindle a fabu- 
lous new era of discoveries — a 
renaissance — w hich could pos- 
sibly reveal tfo us some of the 
mysteries and secrets of, those 
oilier worlds,"
